DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claims have been amended to a method for detecting methylation which 
requires using an oligonucleotide probe which is CpG-specific and capable of 
distinguishing between unmethylated and methylated nucleic acid by detecting in real- 
time during the amplification the methylated nucleic acid based on amplification- 
mediated probe displacement. 

Wittwer, as noted in the response filed December 30, 2005, page 6, does not 
teach amplification mediated probe displacement. Wittwer teaches hybridization of 
adjacent probes based upon FRET principles. Therefore, in view of the amendment to 
the claims to require amplification mediated probe displacement, Wittwer no longer 
renders obvious the instant claims. 

Further, Witcombe, as noted in the response filed December 30, 2005, page 1 1 , 
does not teach using an oligonucleotide probe which is CpG-specific and capable of 
distinguishing between unmethylated and methylated nucleic acid by detecting in real- 
time during the amplification the methylated nucleic acid based on amplification- 
mediated probe displacement. 

Applicants have filed a terminal disclaimer which has been considered and found 
persuasive. 

Thus, in view of the amendments to the claims and the filing of a terminal 
disclaimer, the prior art neither teaches nor suggests the instantly claimed invention.
